
Approval for'once in a 
generation' skatepark 


WHAT has been described as a “once in a 
generation” skatepark for Lyme Regis has 
been given approval from the district council. 

Campaigners were celebrating this week after West 
Dorset District Council’s Development Control Com¬ 
mittee granted planning permission for the £150,000 
skatepark, funded by the town council, in the north 
east corner of Charmouth Road car park. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell, who has taken a lead on 
the project over the last 10 years, said: “It’s a fantastic 
result for the town. It’s been a long-awaited project 
and this is a huge milestone in the process. I couldn’t 
really believe it when we got to that point.” 

Speaking at the district council planning meeting on 
Thursday, Councillor Campbell told district council¬ 
lors there had been “extensive consultation” with the 
community, police, youth services and young people 
to deliver a “usable and safe park”. 

She said: “We have spent a long time looking for a 
suitable site, which meets the needs of the skatepark 
users, but would also co-exist comfortably alongside 
neighbouring properties.” 

Councillor Campbell said the town “desperately 
needed” facilities such as a skatepark in the town, 
which can be accessed on foot and used free of 
charge. 
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“The benefits this park could bring to our young 
people are great,” she continued. “It will give them 
something to do with their spare time, a safe place to 
meet and socialise and provide a place to develop 
their skills.” 

The planning application received 64 letters of sup¬ 
port, compared with 12 letters of objection and was 
well-supported by members of the Development Con¬ 
trol Committee. Residents of Charmouth Road at¬ 
tended the meeting to speak against the plans, some 
expressing concerns over child safety as the skatepark 
would not be visible from the road, and Lyme’s dis¬ 
trict councillor George Symonds abstained from vot¬ 
ing. 

'It's about time’ 

He later told the View : “I feel the young people of 
Lyme Regis have been waiting a very long time for a 
skateboard park and with a budget of £150,000 I be¬ 
lieve it could have been in a better location.” 

John Gage spoke at the meeting on behalf of the 
young people. He said afterwards: “I’m happy that 
we’ve finally got our skatepark. It’s going to be quite 
a bit of kit for the town, both socially and for people 
honing their skills. I know that a lot of people have 
fought long and hard to get it, so it’s about time.” 

Supporters still have to cross the final hurdle, as

West Dorset’s Executive Committee is yet to finalise 
the transfer of land to the town council before the 
much-awaited project can go ahead. 

Councillor Campbell said West Dorset had already 
committed to the transfer of land, commenting: “For 
our town, this is a once-in-a-generation opportunity 
but we could not have got to this point without the 
commitment of West Dorset District Council to trans¬ 
fer the land to us. For that we are eternally grateful.” 

However, district councillor Daryl Turner has ex¬ 
pressed concerns that the Executive Committee 
would take the town council’s decision to take back 
land previously leased to West Dorset at Monmouth 
Beach car park later this year into consideration when 
making their final decision. 

“This will raise the issue of a reduction of income 
and will be discussed in terms of the wider issue of 
Monmouth Beach, Tourist Information Centres and 
public toilets, etc. As you can see there is much to be 
agreed yet,” said Councillor Turner. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, who helped raised 
£13,000 towards the project as secretary and events 
organiser of the Skatepark Fundraising Association, 
also spoke at the meeting, commenting: “We could 
not have achieved this without the support of many 
local people. This project has been over 40 years in 
the making, but this time has virtually unanimous 
support from the community, and also from Lyme 
Regis Town Council.” 

She later wrote to the View adding: “On behalf of 
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PETE Dacey grew up in Cardiff, in a place called 
Cogan in Penarth, with a family of five other 
children until he was 11-years-old. 

They moved to Mold, in North Wales for a 
year, before settling down in a village called 
Loggerheads on the Shropshire/Staffordshire 
border. 

He went to the University of Wolverhampton, 
doing a sandwich placement year in Plymouth, 
and graduated as a quantity surveyor in 1998. 
Pete then worked in London for five years, 
where he became chartered, and then moved 
to Bristol to - as he says - finally grow up 
enough for his long suffering girlfriend to 
marry him. They met when they were 16 and 17 
respectively. 

He now lives in Bridport and is currently the 
chairman of Bridport Round Table. 


• WHAT attracted you to the area? 

We had been visiting family in Nettlecombe for 
some 10 years before succumbing to the lure of 
cider and Dorset Knobs, and we finally made the 
move in 2008. We initially rented in West Milton be¬ 
fore eventually buying a place in Bridport. 

• WHAT made you want to join the Bridport 
Round Table? 

We had our kitchen refitted and our plumber, who 
lived up the road from us, invited me along to a 
Round Table social event at the Otter Brewery. 
Apart from tasting beer that night, various individ¬ 
uals within the group told me about the type of 
things they were doing, the fundraising events they 
organised, the good causes they helped and the 
fun they had doing it. 

Before the evening I had been a bit reluctant to 
get involved as I had though of Round Table as a se¬ 
cretive society, with odd traditions, but quickly re¬ 
alised this was not the case and as I come from a 
family who always got involved in fundraising and 
community events I was very keen to get involved. 

At the time I was still commuting to Bristol and 
Cardiff so didn't have the time to get involved. Fi¬ 
nally, three years ago I got a job in Dorchester, 
joined up and somehow ended up as chairman. 

As an interloper, a Welshy in Dorset, it was a bril¬ 
liant place to meet new people and to get to know 
people whom I probably wouldn't normally have 
met and become friends with. 

• WHAT is your fondest memory while being 
part of the club? 

There are so many to choose from, from brilliant 
events, great socials, lots of banter, crazy carnival 
and raft race evenings, and some amazing local 
causes that we support. 

Without doubt though my favourite moment 
came this year after we had part funded and organ¬ 



ised a specialist piece of equipment for a local 
young boy who, amongst other physical and men¬ 
tal problems, was unable to walk. We had had a bril¬ 
liant thank you text from his mum after the 
specialist equipment arrived and had a lovely after¬ 
noon meeting him to see him in action. However, 
it was when I received another text from his mum, 
two months later, saying that the young boy's phys¬ 
iotherapist had just been saying that he had made 
amazing progress and that he was now able to sup¬ 
port his own weight on his legs and could push to 
stand. That was just brilliant. Not just for me but for 
all of the guys in Bridport's Round Table when I 
read it out to them in our monthly meeting.

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Councillors to consider future 


use of Monmouth Beach sites 


LYME Regis will welcome a royal visitor on Thurs¬ 
day, March 26th when the Duke of Kent arrives in 
town. 

The RNLI will welcome the Queen's cousin, 


LYME Regis Town Council will tonight 
(Wednesday) consider options for the future 
use of Monmouth Beach, including the devel¬ 
opment of a “master plan” which will be 
linked with other council assets such as the 
Strawberry Field. 

The council owns a significant part of Monmouth 
Beach and the surrounding area, which it leases to a 
number of different organisations. All of these leases 
expire this year, with the exception of two held by 
Lyme Regis Bowling Club, for its bowling green and 
car park, which expire in 2019. 

The council has seen this as an opportunity to con¬ 
sider what it wants to achieve from these sites in the 
future, and three working group meetings have been 
held to discuss the matter. The sites being considered 
are currently used for car parking, a trailer park, the 
harbourmaster’s store, Boat Building Academy car 
park, bowling club, bowling club car parking, power 
boat club, and the gig club and its car parking space. 

A number of principles regarding the future of these 
areas have been drawn up and will be brought to 
tonight’s Strategy & Policy Committee for considera¬ 
tion. 

The principles are as follows:

the Skatepark Fundraising Association I would like 
to thank everyone who has supported the skatepark 
through fundraising events, planning application 
comments, giving time and effort as well as gifts.

1) The West Dorset District Council (WDDC) lease 
on Monmouth Beach car park will end on March 31st 
2015 and from April 1 st 2015 the car park will be man¬ 
aged by the town council; 

2) The council’s support for a functioning harbour 
should override profit maximisation; 

3) The current lease arrangements with WDDC for 
the trailer park should be reviewed; this will include 
negotiations about the foreshore and the possibility of 
land swap with WDDC; 

4) That duplication of functions with WDDC should 
be avoided, i.e. trailer park management and winter 
boat storage; 

5) The council must make it clear to its electorate 
about the level of subsidy received by those that it 
leases land to in this location; 

6) Any future release of capital from these sites 
should be used to fund projects for the benefit of the 
town; 

7) The town clerk should start discussions with those 
the council has leases with to understand their aspira¬ 
tions; 

8) The council should develop a master plan for this 
area over the next 12 months and that plan, where pos¬ 
sible, should be linked to the development of other 
council assets, e.g. Strawberry Field; 

9) Leases that expire in 2015, with the exceptions of 
WDDC’s Monmouth Beach car park lease, should be 
extended for 12 months to coincide with the develop¬ 
ment of a master plan for this area; 

10) The council should consider how it intends to de¬ 
velop and implement a master plan over the next 12 
months. 

Councillors are not expected to make any final deci¬ 
sions on the future use of Monmouth Beach tonight, 
but will be asked to approve the principles and defer 
the development of a detailed plan until after the May 


elections. 

However, the agenda item has caused concern among 
some Monmouth Beach lease holders, particularly 
Lyme Regis Bowling Club, as there has previously 
been talk of moving the bowling green to the Straw¬ 
berry Field on Charmouth Road to free up the beach 
site for more car parking or chalet sites. A contingent 
from the bowling club is expected to attend tonight’s 
meeting and speak against the plans. 

The town clerk’s report for tonight’s meeting in¬ 
cludes a spreadsheet revealing in the current income 
from existing leases and potential costs and income if 
the Monmouth Beach sites were converted into car 
parking or beach hut and chalet sites. 

For the bowling club, it states that the council cur¬ 
rently receives £3,872 for the site of the bowling green 
per year, which could be used for 48 car parking spaces 
bringing in £55,200 a year, or 12 chalets making 
£24,000 a year but the council would have to make a 
capital investment of £1,500,000 to make this a possi¬ 
bility. 

The bowling club car park, which currently makes 
the council £7,742 a year, could be converted into 24 
public car parking spaces making £27,600, or four 
chalet sites bringing in £8,000, for a cost of £500,000. 

For a cost of £900,000, 
the trailer park, which

One person killed and two suffer 
life-changing injuries in A35 crash 


ONE person died and two suffered 
life-changing injuries when two cars 
collided on the A35 at Greenway 
Head, Raymond's Hill, near Lyme 
Regis on Sunday afternoon. 

The accident occurred just after 
2.30pm and involved a Toyota driven 
by a 63-year-old man from Lin¬ 
colnshire, and a Peugeot, driven by a 
28-year-old woman from the Lyme 
Regis area. 

A 59-year-old woman, who was a 
passenger in the Toyota, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The two drivers were both airlifted 
to hospital, and suffered what was 
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Wanted for 
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and Dorchester 


described by Dorset Police as serious 
and life-changing injuries. 

Police Sergeant Joe Pardey, of 
Dorset Police's Traffic Unit, said: I be¬ 
lieve that a number of vehicles may 
have driven through the collision 
after it happened. I am appealing for 
them to contact me as they may be 
able to provide vital evidence. 

"In particular, I would like to speak 
to the driver of an articulated lorry 
with a white cab that was travelling 
eastbound towards Bridport. 

"I urgently want to hear from any¬ 
one with information related to the 
collision or the manner of driving of 
the vehicles involved." 

No arrests have been 
made at this time. Wit¬ 
nesses to the crash, or 
events leading up to it, 
are asked to contact PC 
Gareth Blaken from 
Weymouth Traffic Po¬ 
lice on 101, quoting in¬ 
cident number 250:15.

Air ambulance to benefit from 
its share of £5million funding

DORSET and Somerset Air Ambulance is set to ben¬ 
efit from a £5million fund from Libor fines, which 
will support air ambulance charities across the UK. 

The Association of Air Ambulances (AAA) will dis¬ 
tribute the money among the 20 air ambulance char¬ 
ities, and Dorset and Somerset is to receive £250,000 
from the fund. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer George Osborne, said: 
“From enabling the fantastic air ambulance services 
to extend their flying hours, to helping build brand 
new specialist headquarters, this funding will play a 
vital role on helping to save hundreds of lives every 
year. 

“It is absolutely right that we use funds from those 
who demonstrated the worst values to reward those 
who demonstrate the best, like our hardworking air 
ambulance crews.” 

The announcement follows extensive lobbying by 
the Association of Air Ambulances and is in addition 
to the Libor funds already announced for three air am¬ 
bulance charities. 

This funding could potentially equate to 800 more 


patients per year being saved. 

Bill Sivewright, Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance chief executive officer and chairman of the 
AAA, said: “I was delighted to be able to thank the 
Chancellor personally for his support. 

“In line with Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance’s 
vision of delivering clinical excellence, it is intended 
to use the grant to construct and equip a facility to 
support advanced clinical training, night operations 
planning and provide crew support for extended hours 
of operations. 

“By doing so, we will be able to make full use of 
the capabilities of our new helicopter, due to enter 
service at the end of 2016.” 

Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance has attended 
over 10,500 incidents since its launch in March 2000, 
saving many lives and aiding recovery with outstand¬ 
ing immediate care and rapid delivery to the hospital 
best suited to meet the patient’s needs. 

The charity’s operational costs are over £2 million 
a year and the approximate cost per mission is £2,500.

ALL five prospective candidates for the West Dorset parliamen¬ 
tary constituency in the approaching General Election have 
agreed to appear in Lyme Regis on Tuesday, April 14th. 

The meeting, open to everyone and with free admission, will 
be in held the main hall of the Woodroffe School, starting at 
7pm and ending no later than 9pm. 

The candidates are Peter Barton (Green), David Glossop 
(UKIP), Ros Kayes (Liberal Democrat), Rachel Rogers 
(Labour), and existing West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin (Conser¬ 
vative). 

They have been invited to the town by the Lyme Regis branch 
of Amnesty International, which is organising the event. 

The meeting will focus on the topical issue of how government 
and parliament can reconcile people’s need to live in a safe so¬ 
ciety with their rights to freedom and privacy. 

The candidates will speak briefly about their parties' policies 
toward this problem and then answer questions. 

A spokesperson for the Amnesty branch said: “This is an un¬ 
usual opportunity to meet all these candidates in one place, at a 


critical moment in national and world history, with both security 
and freedom under great pressure from many sources. 

“It will show how in practice the candidates understand both 
of those terms - and the possible limits on either or both - within 
the overall framework of human rights, nationally and interna¬ 
tionally. 

“The topic is a broad one. The press and TV may tend to pres¬ 
ent security simply as being safe from terrorist bombs, and pri¬ 
vacy as being free from government or business surveillance of 
our activities, but security also involves having a home or an 
income or health care, while freedom is not just a matter of free¬ 
dom from, but also of freedom to.” 

Questions designed to test out the candidates’ thinking on the 
balance of security and freedom, within that broad scope, should 
be submitted by April 1st by email to chris@caboothroyd.net or 
in writing on the night (these will have lower priority). There 
may be time for further questions from the floor.

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New recycling scheme 
delayed until October 


LYME Regis residents will have to wait an extra three 
months before their new recycling system kicks in 
due to delays in completing a waste management cen¬ 
tre in Bridport. 

The Recycle for Dorset recycling and rubbish col¬ 
lection service was due to be introduced across Lyme 
Regis, Bridport and Beaminster in July as the final 
phase of the county-wide scheme, but this has now 
been put back until the week beginning October 19th 
due to delays at the new waste management centre at 
Broomhills, Bridport, which will not be completed 
until September. 

The construction delay is due to strong winds in 
January limiting use of the crane to lift concrete walls 
into place and a longer settlement time needed for the 
embankment on the new access road. 

The transfer station is critical to the roll-out of the 
new service, as materials collected from households 
in the area will be bulked up before being taken for 
recycling. Starting the service without the facility in 
place would incur costs of around £130,000 to trans¬ 
port waste to other sites.

It was agreed by the Dorset Waste Partnership 
(DWP) joint committee at a meeting on March 11th 
to delay the roll-out of the service, which is expected 
to cost £60,000 in comparison. 

Councillor Tony Alford, chairman of the DWP joint 
committee, said: “I welcome the fact that after a long 
wait for the waste transfer station in the Bridport area, 
we can see that it will soon become operational.” 

The new household recycling centre (HRC) is now 
expected to open at the start of October and the cur¬ 
rent HRC on South Street will remain open until then. 

New containers for the service will now be deliv¬ 
ered in August and September and residents are to use 
the existing service as normal until the new scheme 
starts in October. The optional, fortnightly garden 
waste service is unaffected by the delay and will start 
in July for households that have signed up. 


Mayor steps down as chairman of LymeForward 


THE Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, 
has chaired her last meeting of Local Area Partner¬ 
ship LymeForward. 

Councillor Holman is stepping down from the role 
of chairman after seven years and was thanked by 
member Audrey Vivian, in the absence of Lyme Regis 
Development Trust chairman Wendy Davies, at last 
week's meeting. 

Mrs Vivian said: "These are very special meetings 
supported by a huge number of willing people, and 
over the years much has been achieved.These meet¬ 
ings make things happen and a great deal of this has 
been down to Sally's chairing." 


Councillor Holman said the success of LymeFor¬ 
ward was "down to the input of everyone involved" 
and she paid tribute to West Dorset district councillor 
Michael Robinson, who was also attending his last 
partnership meeting, stalwart members such as Mrs 
Vivian and Mrs Davies, who is stepping down as de¬ 
velopment trust chairman. 

Councillor Holman was made chairman of Ly¬ 
meForward after being elected mayor in 2007 and 
offered to continue in the role during 2009/10 when 
she was no longer mayor, before being re-elected as 
First Citizen in 2011.

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Museum to hold consultation event 
on plans for £1.6million extension 


LYME Regis Museum wants to hear what the peo¬ 
ple of Lyme think about its plans to extend the mu¬ 
seum through the creation of the Mary Anning 
Wing. 

Museum director David Tucker said: “As many 
people know, the museum has been working on a 
plan to extend the museum for several years. We 
are making excellent progress and have over 
£1,000,000 pledged and have very significant sup¬ 
port from the Heritage Lottery Lund. We now want 
to give the people of Lyme a chance to see our 
plans”. 

The museum recently held a public consultation 
to hear about the kinds of activities residents 
would like to see at the extended museum, and is 
now putting on show its final plans for the 
£1.6million Mary Anning Wing, which is intended 
to open in June 2017.

The Mary Anning Wing is intended to bring the 
museum building up to modern standards by pro¬ 
viding a new purpose-built learning space for 
schools, universities and community groups, pub¬ 
lic toilets as well as a lift, a larger shop and a re¬ 
designed fossil gallery. 

“Over the years we’ve consulted many museum 
visitors and, not surprisingly, as interested as they 
are with the town’s wonderful history, they also 
want us to have basic facilities. Our spiral staircase 
might be lovely, but it isn’t easy for people with 
mobility challenges to climb and currently, we are 
sending even very young children across a busy 
road to use the public loos,” added Mr Tucker. 

“As we get 25,000 visitors a year and are the 
most popular Dorset museum for schools not hav¬ 
ing these things makes life very difficult.”

able driving for seven years now, its restrictions have 
begun to outweigh the many joys it has given me for 
over two decades. 

Lyme? I shall miss these things. Walking through 
the landscape, often with a friend’s dog. Many 
friends, some who have departed one way or another 
ahead of me. Its neighbourliness, not least when I'm 
out shopping or with the dog. Its 
big society that was here long be¬ 
fore someone stuck capital letters 
on it and declared everything was 
better Joined Up and Going For¬ 
ward. 

But its politics? What politics? 

Has there been any lately? There 
certainly should have been in this 
highly desirable community with 
way above average council funds, 
squeezed by geography into an un¬ 
usually constrained space. 

But where’s the politics in back¬ 
room cabinet systems and disci¬ 
plined block voting, whether in 
Lyme or Dorchester, and where homogeneous groups 
- as anywhere - tend to isolation, self-righteousness 
and extremes? 

Where’s the politics in our Local Area Partnership 
of important organisations, when the one managing 
its funds can assign a chunk of them to itself after or¬ 
ganising a secret email vote, and whose website does¬ 
n’t even say who is receiving the email, let alone who 
voted or whether there was any discussion? (“Is it 
worth spending £2k on new Fossil Festival leader?”, 
View From Lyme Regis, January 14th). 

Where’s the politics in the quango spending a lot of 
money to deliver faster broadband not even keeping 
minutes? Where’s the politics in power accumulating 
in a charitocracy that repeatedly advises they have 
brought a million into Lyme, but suck money out of 
our council to prop up the projects which the million 
didn’t make sustainable, out of our affordable housing 
to prop up their expensive management, and out of 
who knows where else for who knows what?

Where’s the politics in Westminster reforms of local 
government unleashing Guildhall employees to try to 
emulate the growth in stature and income of our char- 
itocrats? Did I miss anything? 

Is this the sort of politics my grandfather got torpe¬ 
doed for in the eastern Mediterranean in WWI? Or 
that my father was disabled by polio for on the India 
Burma border in WW2? Or is it what I once described 
in an unpublished section of a book on partnership 
working as “apparatchik anarchy and the archaeology 
of politics”? 

The partnership who were writing it had thought a 
lot about pitfalls such as power, coercion, secrecy and 
self-interest when “joining everything up together”, 
but decided not to include all of that so as to make the 
book as positive as possible for the many, many ex¬ 
cellent and upright people who we hoped would read 
it, in essential activities like care, 
education, justice, the arts, gov¬ 
ernment. Funny how that kind of 
censorship can happen in self- 
contained groups of well-mean¬ 
ing, like-minded people, isn’t it? 
Not for those who get excluded, 
stigmatised as apathetic or worse, 
disadvantaged, disempowered 
and ultimately, inevitably, angry. 
And, goodness only knows, there 
are a lot of people in Lyme who 
feel that way now. 

Regardless of who wins the 
election in Lyme, in the year in 
which we will be remembering 
generals meeting to plan what would become the 
slaughter on the Somme, as well as the elation of VE 
and VJ Days, can we mark it with an open debate and 
some kind of truly independent consultation on what 
kind of democracy, what kind of politics, you - the 
people of Lyme - actually want? 

Maybe we can then set aside a day in future years 
to celebrate the fact that, despite it never going to be 
pretty, politics - that is to say the structured if occa¬ 
sionally messy organisation of things like debate, al¬ 
liances, opposition, negotiation, deal-making, 
compromise, voting and reckoning - is something that 
people in several other countries die for, that we still 
send young men and women overseas to fight for, and 
that - for all its faults - is the best way we’re ever 
going to get for sorting out our differences. Some¬ 
thing worth celebrating and nurturing. Not just some¬ 
thing to be cynically, despairingly dismissed. Or 
organised into irrelevance. 


Council to consider change to standing 
orders after Monmouth Beach cost row 


LYME Regis councillors will consider amending 
their standing orders at tonight's (Wednesday) 
meeting so that financial details of future council- 
awarded contracts are released to the public. 

The proposed change comes after argument 
over the final cost of works at landslip-stricken 
Monmouth Beach and Ware Cliff, currently being 
carried out by Hansford Construction Ltd. Town 
clerk John Wright has refused to release the figure, 
saying it is "commercially sensitive information" 
and would be against legal advice and the con¬ 
struction company's stance to release it. He previ¬ 
ously advised the council that if they released the 
information it would be "on pain of death". 

However, members of the public and some 
councillors have asked for the figure to be re¬ 
vealed, arguing that the work is being paid for by 
public money and the council should be open and 
transparent. 

To that end, it is now proposed to change stand¬ 
ing orders, financial regulations and tender docu¬ 
ments to allow the public release of winning 
tender prices of future contracts. If approved, all 
those applying for the contract will be warned 
that their bid may be made public.

meeting, the town clerk states: "My opinion and 
the advice I have given the council is, that at this 
point in time, the council should not release this 
information in to the public domain. My opinion 
concurs with advice on this matter from the coun¬ 
cil's solicitor and internal auditor. 

"However, the advice from the council's solicitor 
and internal auditor, which is supported by myself, 
is if the council's tender documents explicitly state 
that the price submitted by the successful con¬ 
tractor or consultant will be made public, this in¬ 
formation can be released into the public domain.

Skatepark objectors'concern 
for children was questionable 


■ AS many will know by now, last Thursday West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council granted planning permission for Lyme's proposed 
skatepark to be located in the Charmouth Road car park. 

Having chaired the skatepark fundraising committee, I was 
keen to attend in order to give my support and I went along 
with a number of other supporters, including three town coun¬ 
cillors, Cheryl Reynolds, Lorna Jenkin and Lucy Campbell. 

Of course, we were all thrilled to bits when the permission 
was granted, thanks to the very positive contributions made 
by two Dorchester councillors as well as one from Sherborne 
and one from Bridport. However, it was very disappointing, to 
say the least, to hear our own district councillor George 
Symonds' negative views on the application. He gave his rea¬ 
sons for his eventual abstention as being around the issue of 
"safeguarding children", an issue brought up earlier in the 
meeting by the two Lyme residents who objected. 

Given the overwhelming amount of support in the town for 
this skatepark, as evidenced by the various surveys and public 
consultations, not to mention the £13,000-plus raised by the 
community for the skatepark, Councillor Symonds, as our local 
elected representative, should have been giving his whole¬ 
hearted backing to this application. 

As a former social worker with over 40 years experience, I am 
well aware of the concerns around safeguarding children. 
However, if taken to its logical conclusion, these concerns 
could apply to all children's playgrounds, such as the one in An- 
ning Road. Do we really expect all playgrounds and parks to 
be monitored day and night? I can't help thinking that Coun¬ 
cillor Symonds and the small minority of residents who ob¬ 
jected to the skatepark's location and are now so concerned 
about safeguarding children are likely to be the same people 
who complain about"health & safety gone mad"and "political 
correctness". 


Lyme Letters 

These people who appear to have suddenly become socially 
aware oddly just happen to live in the vicinity of the Char- 
mouth Road car park. Call me a cynic, but I found the objectors' 
new found concerns for children's welfare a mite questionable. 
Having failed in their attempts to scupper the skatepark being 
built in the one and only place where permission will ever be 
granted, they resort to saying it's too isolated, no-one will be 
able to see it from the road. Well, wasn't that the whole point? 

Locating the skatepark in the far reaches of the Charmouth 
Road car park meant that there was far less likelihood of it caus¬ 
ing annoyance to residents. And just as a point of information, 
provision has been made for CCTV in the plans for the park - 
but ultimately it's the kids themselves who will monitor and 
regulate what goes on there to a large extent - this has been 
borne out time and again where such parks have been built. 

In their contributions, other district councillors mentioned 
how dramatically youth crime had dropped in their areas fol¬ 
lowing the provision of a skatepark and I am aware that this is 
also the experience of the police. It is thanks to the majority 
of district councillors that the application was granted. 

Finally, I want to thank all those involved in getting the 
skatepark to this point, both in the community, which helped 
raise a considerable amount of money as well as promoting 
the idea of a skatepark, and on the town council, without 
whose financial backing and continued hard work there would 
be no skatepark.

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So who will be Lyme's next First Citizen? 


Lyme Matters 



H AD it not been an elec¬ 
tion year we would 
have known by now 
who would be the next Mayor 
of Lyme Regis. 

Usually, the mayor-elect is chosen by 
councillors at a special meeting in 
March and officially takes office at the 
town’s annual meeting in May follow¬ 
ing the ancient mayor-making cere¬ 
mony. 

However, because there is an elec¬ 
tion in May we won’t know who will 
become First Citizen until a meeting 
that will be convened right after the 
election. At least, this has been the 
procedure in recent years when the 
town has gone to the polls. 

This is necessary because the mayor 
also acts as chairman of the council so 


has to be chosen immediately for the 
council to operate. 

Our current mayor, Sally Holman, 
having served as First Citizen for a 
total of six years, equalling the record 
set by Will Emmett during the war 
years and Barbara Austin MBE, has 
not made up her mind yet whether 
she will stand for election as a coun¬ 
cillor again. 

Of course, having scrapped the rule 
that councillors can only serve a two 


year term at one time if others are in¬ 
terested in the job, there is nothing to 
stop Sally putting herself forward as 
mayor again if she was re-elected as a 
councillor at the polls. 

The View has been accused of 
pulling some Machiavellian trick ask¬ 
ing existing councillors whether they 
intend to stand again. 

In our view it was a perfectly rea¬ 
sonable question to ask a week before 
nomination papers were available, al¬ 


though we did not expect those coun¬ 
cillors who are anti -View From to re¬ 
spond. 

My view is that the electorate of 
Lyme deserve to know and I think it 
is likely that most, if not all, have al¬ 
ready made up their minds. If so, 
why not tell the town? 

There will be some new faces on 
the ballot paper, I am sure of that, so 
until we know who gets elected it is 
difficult to speculate on who might 
become mayor. 

Lyme has been under petticoat 
government for 13 of the past 14 
years, with former councillor Ken 
Whetlor being the only male occu¬ 
pant during that time. 

So will we be getting a male 
mayor? That’s an argument I’m not 
prepared to get into. 


Although there are a few rumours 
kicking around, no one is inclined to 
declare their hand with the election 
pending. 

I have often been asked why the 
town cannot elect the mayor, rather 
than it be the responsibility of the 
councillors. The answer to that is 
quite simple - there is no procedural 
law that will allow it to happen at 
town council level. 

And finally, let me dispel one ru¬ 
mour - that I am planning to put up 
for council. I have to admit I did con¬ 
sider it, having been so vocal about 
the current council, but with my ad¬ 
ditional responsibilities in London 
where I am editing four local news¬ 
papers, it would be foolish to even 
consider it. Another day perhaps? 


Is this the final hurdle in the long running skatepark saga? 


THERE was much celebrating last week, understandably so, 
among those who have worked so hard to deliver a skatepark 
for Lyme Regis when one of the final hurdles in this long-running 
saga was finally surmounted with West Dorset planners granting 
planing permission for the facility to be built in the WDDC car park 
in Charmouth Road. 

It's been 40 years or more since Royston Davies first put the idea 
forward, suggesting that a skatepark should be constructed on the 
Anning Road playing field. 

The project has been the subject of much debate and argument 
over the years with a number of potential sites being put forward. 
But it's one of those facilities that no one really wants on their 


doorstep and in the end the only feasible site, although not totally 
ideal, emerged at the far end of the Charmouth Road car park. 

There was only one dissenting voice when the £150,000 scheme 
went before West Dorset planners last week and that came from 
one of Lyme's own district councillors, George Symonds, who ab¬ 
stained from voting after expressing concerns that the safety of 
youngsters using the skatepark could not be guaranteed tucked 
away at the end of the car park. 

As you can imagine, he was not the most popular person among 
the skatepark committee after the meeting (see letter on page 11). 

The granting of planning permission is a great step forward in 
delivering the promise our current council made to the young 


people of Lyme and they will be anxious to see the project finally 
signed and sealed before the end of this council's current life, 
made possible by the council agreeing to fit the full cost rather 
than seeking grant aid. It's a particular proud moment for Council¬ 
lor Lucy Campbell who has campaigned tenaciously since she 
joined the council as its youngest member but has seen many set 
backs along the way. 

But before the champagne corks start popping in earnest and 
the building work can begin, there is just one further hurdle to 
cross - the transfer of land from the district council to the town 
council. Although this will mean the loss of some car parking 
spaces, surely this is just a formality?

The Office of the Dorset Police & Crime Commissioner has been working with 
Dorset Police and Housing Associations on extending the successful West 
Dorset Neighbourhood Justice Panels to the Weymouth and Portland area. 

Neighbourhood Justice Panels enable trained volunteers to facilitate a process 
that brings an offender together with their victim to see the harm that they 
have caused and to recognise the consequences of their behaviour. Both victim 
and offender then agree a course of action to allow the offender to make 
amends.The panels deal with low level criminal cases and anti-social behaviour. 
The panels will meet in the Weymouth and Portland area. 

A panel is not a 'soft option' and for the cases to be considered the offender 
must accept their guilt and abide by the outcome of the panel meeting. 

Training for the volunteer facilitators takes place on 6th -8th May 2015. It meets 
national standards and is provided by Dorset Police. All volunteers will be fully 
vetted and expenses are provided. The time commitment averages six to eight 
hours a month.

LOCAL tree expert Phil 
Gamble gave nine 
members of eco-group 
Turn Lyme Green a 
practical demonstra¬ 
tion on how to care for 
fruit trees last weekend. 

Working with the 
apple trees planted by 
Turn Lyme Green five 
years ago on the Wood¬ 
land Trust land at 
Slopes Farm, Phil 
showed clearly what 
and why to prune and 
how to do it. The group 
learned about shaping 
the tree for good fruit¬ 
ing, how to tell growing 
buds from fruiting 
buds, what tools to use 
and how to keep them 
sharp, and absorbed 
the golden "25 per cent 
rule". 

The two fruitful hours 
passed quickly as peo¬ 
ple became more adept 
at spotting what to re¬ 
move and what to leave, gaining 
confidence in making the irre¬ 
versible cut without fear.

View from the 

churches 


E PIC is a regional youth event in partnership 
with Scripture Union. It will take place in 
Seaton this Saturday (March 21st) from 4pm to 

6pm. 

Hosted by Crossroad Christian Fellowship, it is an 
ecumenical project with many churches represented - 
not least from Lyme and Uplyme. The event is for 
school year ages three to six in the area and is de¬ 
signed to help youth to understand and experience the 
Christian faith in a contemporary and engaging way. 

The first EPIC took place at the end of last year and 
was very popular, with well over 50 youngsters at¬ 
tending; many of whom didn't regularly go to church. 
The fact that the event is taking place, and that it ap¬ 
pears to be popular, raises an important point for the 
area. 

It seems many young people increasingly regard the 
Christian faith and its practice as irrelevant and ar¬ 
chaic. Some wonder whether it is actually the tradi¬ 
tional practice of Christianity that puts them off, rather 
than the Christian faith itself. Not so much rejecting 
Jesus Christ, as simply the way his followers worship 
him. That is, the style, content and procedures of a 
Sunday morning service. 

Interestingly, Jesus never gave any explicit instruc¬ 
tions regarding what appears to be so important for 
many churches today; where and when to meet, in 
what type of building, what style of music to sing, ac¬ 
companied by what type of instruments, what type of 
clothes to wear, when to sit or stand, etc. What he did 
do was command his followers to make disciples; that 
is, help people to understand who he is and follow his 
teaching about life. 

Historic church traditions that have evolved around 
Christianity undoubtedly have some value. However, 
for those who need it, EPIC is an attempt to help 
young minds see beyond them, to understand who 
Jesus is and what it means to follow him - and it seems 
to be achieving this.

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As Driving Test Reaches 80 Years Old, I AM 
Says It's Time For A'System Overhaul' 


AS THE driving test today reaches 
its 80th anniversary in the UK, lead¬ 
ing road safety charity the Institute 
of Advanced Motorists (1AM) says 
its time the way we teach new driv¬ 
ers received a comprehensive over¬ 
all to keep it relevant to today's 
driving landscape and to the prob¬ 
lems faced by young people on the 
road. 

The Road Traffic Act was passed 
in 1934; the legislation that paved 
the way for compulsory driving 
tests in the UK a year later. 

The biggest developments in the 
driving test came into effect in the 
past two decades: in 1996 a theory 
test was added to the practical ele¬ 
ment. From 

2002 learners also had to pass a 
hazard perception exam. 

However as it stands now, the 
driving test does not include any 
testing of a driver's ability to cope 
safely with country roads, poor 
weather or driving at night - three 
aspects we know are the main risk 
factors in the first six months of 
solo driving. 

Road accidents remain the 
biggest killer of young people in 
the UK, higher than both alcohol 
and drugs. In 2013 there were 191 
people under 24 killed and 20,003 
injured as drivers and riders of cars 
and motorbikes (1). 

In the past five years (2009-13) 
there were 1,037 people under 24 
killed and 120,958 injured on UK 
roads as drivers and riders - while 
the overall trend has been falling, 


these figures are unacceptable. 

Neil Greig, 1AM director of policy 
and research, said:"The driving test 
needs to become a much more in¬ 
tegrated part of a graduated licens¬ 
ing system that picks up on best 
practice from around the world. For 
instance, Austria has a 'second 
phase' licensing system, where 
young drivers come back in the first 
12 months after the test for further 
interventions to 
examine attitude 
changes and skills." 

Young male 
driver casualties 
have dropped by a 
third in in Austria 
as a result of the 
initiative. 

The 1AM advo¬ 
cates the following 
changes to the 
driver training'sys¬ 
tem' as part of its 
manifesto: road 
safety education to 
be part of the Na¬ 
tional Curriculum, 
support for a mini¬ 
mum learning pe¬ 
riod prior to taking 
the practical test, 
the inclusion of 
high speed roads 
in the test itself, 
support for limits 
on peer passenger 
numbers after the 
test is passed, and 
a lower drink-drive 


limit for new drivers. 

The 1AM also wants to see learner 
drivers allowed on motorways so 
they can learn from an expert 
rather than on their own after pass¬ 
ing the test (2). 

Neil said: "The driving test today 
does test a driver's ability to a very 
high level, but it has fallen behind 
what is urgently needed today in 
2015. 


This must be addressed as a mat¬ 
ter of urgency by the next govern¬ 
ment." 

He added that the driving test 
needed to take into account 
whether the influence of new tech¬ 
nology and driver aids; such as 
satellite navigation and cradle-held 
mobile phones used as navigation 
devices, should play a part in a 21 st 
century driving test.
